4 child's ratigt at language depends on thi dimensions and 
sciffiulations o£ their world, Play is largely responiible for theaa stimu- 
lations. It is aaey for ua to forgat that to a child almost averychtng Is 
a new and mtoown ejcpetience. Play generatas an tnfoTOajaoTi flow chrough 
tha child and helps him deal with che novel envlronmeftC, A healthy child 
plays 7^9 hours a day if uninterrupted. In t^e first six years of life a 
normal child will enjoy 10 s 000 hours of play. 

A child will play only as long aa It is an arousini wperleiicei There muic 
be an tlement of uncertainty to be estcltlng for a child* Tie eKperience 
ffluat be novels compleKs and dlsionant* Children My play with che saflie 
coy for long parioda of time or look at the same pictures oymt and over aa 
long aa they are continually aroused and are still discovering ne^ things 
in their aasociatlon wich them* Children optimise cheir arciiial in play 
by crearing uncertainty and then reducing It* This acclon^can be In the 
£oTO of gamei, novel uses o£ toyi^ and fantasy situational Many so""called 
-'educational'' toys are good teachini or learning macerials lut are poor 
toys. Using them has little or nothing to do with play as the children 
have to follow directions and use the toy In the prescrtted nanner* Good 
*'educatioiial" toys are attractive to chlldran for "play* a'* ^ake. Good toys 
stimulate laarning no matter how chey are assQciated with^ Che fdllo^^ing 
experience of a child with a Shape Sorting Box is typlcml oi how a toy can 
go through tranaformatlona of uee aiid continue Co providi Learning eKperi^ 
ances* First, the toy was used in a manner descrihed by its- name. It 
then bec|me a home tor toy soldiers and eventually a play heuae for pec 
gerbils. 

A child wlll^play with a toy only as long as it provides ne^ sensorial 
esiperiences . Once the senaorial poasiblllties of a toy ava tKhausted^ 
the only remaining thing left la Co discover what Is insddi*. , .what fflakes 
it work* Inevitably j pgor toys and some good onei aie destroyed In the 
final act of discovery* A n^ber of toys clrcuavent this eventuality 
and enhance the play eKperience by allowing the inraTiial w^orklngs to be 
visible through a window or conveniently placad hole. 

Play activities are instrumental in the developmeflc qE what is called 
"reading readiness", Readlni readiness is the acquisition of an accumu-- 
latlon of mental and physical skills necessary to begin the '-formal'' 
education process. In order to acquire reading resdlnesSj a child must be 
in good health and have acquired mental alertness^ social adjustmanti etBO-^ 
clonal stability, and the ability to "perceiva sequtiice" md reorganize 
ideas. It is also essential chat the child develop good work habits ^ m 
ability to concentrate, good sensory abllltyj and adequact motor control* 
All of theiegabilitles are formed into reading readiness hy a kieti intptest 
in learning. 

Children develop the craici q£ teadlng readiness chrough mcceisful play 
expariences * Tha Inportance of guccessf ul play cannot be cveraTaphasl^ed. 
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Toys chat are coo eotEiplicated often produce more fruscratioii than education- « 
Childreii need iuccisg in order to develop feelings of maacefy and security*"" 
Failures in pl^y can produce feelings of inadequacy and tesult In hisitation 
when Gonfrotitad wLth futuri challengts. The relatiotiihlp becween self -confi- 
dence and successful play is cloiar than many parents thirtk, 4lL to often, 
children ate '^pushed'- into failure and Insecurity by well-"meaning parents 
atiHioug for the child -i rapid davelopcQent , Toys ^hich are self -^correcting 
help eliminate thsia problena. An example wuld be a puli toy which has 
no front ot back afld wrks equally well right side up or upaide dot^. 
Successful play for a child also depends on constant adulc recognition of 
accomplishffienCi I The participation in children's play by parents helps 
establish # good ralatlonship between the parent and child. When parent 
and ohild art playing with a toy that doesn't require great physical strength 
and al^e , thty become equals, l.e.j truckdrivars , and are able to cofflrounicate 
more freely artd at a level understandable and comfortable for both. 

There are oettaln qualities a good toy ttuat have whether it is for ''normal** 
or handicapped children. (Figure 1) It should encourage children to focus 
their energy in a concentrated and co-*ordlnated way* It stimulates the 
discovery of new reLationships, It does not have directions or a prescribed 
manner of playing and is safe regardleis of how it is used. It generates 
successful pl^y esrp^rlences while still offering a challenae* It Is capable 
of being related tc in a number of Interesting waySj such the Shape 
Sorting Bok d^scrib^d earlier* It must excite one or more of the senses 
of sights sounds toitqh^ taste and imell* It should help develop physical 
and mental skills as wll as stimulate the imagination* 4bove all elie, 
it must be fw to pLay with. 

Toys with gra^t detail and exactnesa are often nore escciclmg to psrenta than 
children* Too ffiany calors or too much detail on a toy caa be confuting or 
frustrating to a child. Toys are tools for children and do not need useless 
decoration* Incompltcsiiesi In detail is especially important in creating 
a challenge tot thm child, A block of wood in the general #hape of a 
vehicle can heQome a sport g car, a jeeps a truck or dad's car* A highly 
detailed tank is juit that — n tankj and nothing else. The niore suggestive 
a toy is of mmy thiJigi, the more succejiful it will be In stimulating 
iaaglnationa atid emoiAraging free play, 

As mentioned^ an inipflrtant considerattoQ in selecting toyi is safety, A 
child of fivs tB ac the most dangerous age since his curiosity is ac a peak 
and his awarentps of the danger of injury la low. Toys should be as free 
from Injury potential as possible* Scratches, small cuts i bruises , and 
bianps are in#v4Cabli and are an important part of the learning process of 
childhood J but seriotjs injury can resulc froai poorly desl|fied toys. Sharp 
edges shDuld avoided* Wood toys should be hard and unilkely to splinter * 
Lead paint is 4n obvious taboo as well as the use of other tOKic materials 
th^t might find theix way into a child's mouth. Toys should be large enough 
so that they will not inter the throat of a child and lodge In the windpipe. 
Elactrical toys are Coo dangerous for young children without supervisions 
especially chose with tnotori and moving parts* 

Now that we havg an, under standing of good toys for *-norroal^' childreti, we can 
consider the spgclal raquireaents of handicapped youngs tirp, The first thing 
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to note is that thera are no diffeTences in the mocives of play betweeii the 
two groups. Good toya for handlcappsd children must do for them what good 
toys do for normal children* Children with sensory handicaps most often 
fail to have successful experiances with coys which rely solely on their 
^^j^^oned sense for stimulation. EKattplas of.thii situation would he 
whistles used by hearing impaired children or two dimensional pUEEles 
used by visually iffipalred children* The value of these types of play 
Mtariala can be increased for sensory handicapped children by selecting 
toys that reinforce play in several sensory modes. For example, a pull 
toy that has a visual (bobbing motion) as well as audio (changing) rein^ 
forcement of Che pulling motion will result in a positive experience for 
a blind or deaf child as well as a normal one , There are many toys which 
feature multiple sensory stimulations and these are eKcellent cholGes for 
sensory impaired children. It la especially helpful for hearing impaired 
children to play with soimd producing toys that have a visual and/or tactile 
reinforcement of the sound* With this reinforcements the child is able to 
relate the soumd that can be heard with residual hearing to the unheard 
sound which is interpreted through stlmulatiori of an intact sense. The 
subsequent value of multi^sensory toys for children with other sensory 
handicaps la obvious . Because of the similarities in sensory reinforce- 
ment needs of these various groups _s it often happens that a coy which is 
beneficial to one sensory handicapped group is good for many. An example 
is the Light WhiiCle which was developeci for use by hearing impaired 
children. It is a whiiCle which reinforces the sound with a colored light 
that is lllmfllnated almultaneously with the whistle sound , When the toy 
was tested with groups of visually impaired children 5 it was found that 
chey used the sound as reinforcement of the light and derived play satis- 
faction equal to the hearing Impaired children. 

VJhen toys that employ graphic elements are selected for visually impaired 
children, caution should be exercised in selecting ones with low visual 
contrast and staall graphic elements which are hard to perceive* Subtile 
color variations should be avoided* Graphics should be bold and printed 
±n non-glaring J high contrast colors* Typ^ should be as large as practical 
and reinforced with texture^ If possible. The American Fomidatlon for the 
Blind off era a niimber of popular gMes, such as Monopoly , BackgaMon and 
Bingo which are produced with very strong visual Images and tactile rein- 
forcement. These toys can be used succeaafully by Visually impaired chil- 
dren and are excellent for "normal'' children as well because of their 
sensory enrlchmenc. 

Play materials for the mentally retarded must combine sensory enrichment 
with slmpllalty* Toys for these children can have too much sensory stimu- 
laclon and can result in confusion^ anxiety and in ejctreme cases ^ panic* 
Toys which involve movement should be alow enough to pemic visual tracking. 
Rapid action of a toy can be confusing and at worst be interpreted as a 
threatening motion. In 1971 two British designers, Roger Haydon and Jim 
Sandhu, developed a motion toy for mentally retarded children chat consisted 
of a sealed transparent tube holding two ping pong balls that float in slow 
notion from top to bottom. The ver^^slow movement permits viiual tracking 
and makes no threatening movements. 
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Children with movement impairments require additional consideratioiis when 
selecting toys* Children Who use wheelchair's ate often frustrated mth the 
difficulty of carrying a toy while operating the chair, Toys which are 
easily held or that can be readily attached to the wheelchair are preferable* 
The stuffed toys produced by EKceptional Play are made with a hole In them 
so that children can wear them like a bracelet while engaged in the activity 
of movement* Children who lack refinement of small motor control should 
have toys which are self ^correcting or at least make fflLanipulation as easy 
as poasible* There are many pugglei available with knobs that make asseably 
easier for these children. Puggles with larger than notTflal spaces between 
Che pieces increase the potential for succasaful play eKperiencea, Toys 
chat encourage the further development of small motor control should be 
selected with avoidance of toys that require precise manipulation, hSL 
eKample of a construction toy chat ii very forgiving oi small motor error 
la Bristol Blocks, These blocks can be literally slapped together and en- 
courage further escperimentatlon, discovery and small motor development- 
Children with manipulative problems should have toys that are relatively 
stable , Wheeled toyss for examples should be selected with the wheels set 
far apart to minimise tipping. Board games should have a backing that 
prevents tham from easily sliding across the table. 

Children with prosthetic limbs must have toys that can be manipulated with 
their artificial hands* Knob shaped and rough textured surfaces are help^ 
ful. Toys should be selected that will encourage the use and subsequent 
control refinefliant of these devices by the children * A Michigan State 
University graduate student has designed a series of puppets that can be 
used with prosthetic devices. The puppets also cover the prosthetic device 
from view while the child is given the opportunity to practice use of the 
device, verbalise their feelings through the puppet and gradually accept 
the reality of their situation. 

Finally s there are other sources of play value besides toys, ^ong these 
are the home environment (baths j watching parents cooks etc), travel 
(movement j smells, rapidly changing landscape) and most of all, clothing* 
Mille clothes are not usually considered to be '*toys" they certainly offer 
the same kinds of aenaorlal atinulation as many conventional toys and they 
are an integral part of fantasy play- An infant's first significant play 
e3£perience is of :en the textural stimulation of the rough sheet, the plastic 
diaper* the soft blanket and of course i mother's touch. These experienciea 
can be enhanced by special attention to the teacture of materials used in 
bedding and clothing. Recently i a group of fashion and textile designers 
of the Finnish Aasoclatlon of Designers (ORN/JIO) developed a collection of 
clothing for handicapped children. These designs incorporate a rich variety 
of textures and visual qualities as well as such practical Ideas as a water 
repellant bib and removable knee pads. They feature large buttons and dippers 
that are easy to use* Brightly colored helmets were designed to protect the 
heads of children whOj^|all easily. The helmets also serve as a costuine Co 
promote fantasy play* The Dapper Den doll is regarded as a fine toy that 
helps children learn to use buttons , zippers and other fasteners. It seams 
a short and logical step to Incorporate this Idea into our clothing. 

Toys are a valuable part of a child's education and growth. With good toys 
that offer a variety of physical and mental experiences, free play becomes 
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a natural, enjoyable and educational experience. As toys are succesifuliy 
enjoyed i confidence grows and Qurioaity is satisfied, Without good toys, 
a child becomes aensorially deprived and lacka the motivation and alertness 
that play creates. With knovrledge q£ the toy characteristiGs that promote 
successful play and with sensitivity to the special needs of some, can 
select toys that will help all of outf children grow to their potgiitial,
